Awareness Clubs 

In addition to service and academic clubs, there are several 
organizations at BHS which allow students to learn about 
other people and the issues that effect them. These groups 
also help members to sharpen their communication skills by 
interacting with others and by making them more aware of the 
world around them. 

BHS’ Youth and Government Club gives students inter- 
ested in the field of political science hands on experience in 
dealing with the legislative process. Brian Schubert believes, 
"You don’t learn anything about politics in YAG — you 
experience it. The convention weekend is an ultimate ex- 
perience in government and politics, where the student be- 
comes the lawmaker, lobbyist, and journalist. Few other ex- 
periences can parallel the knowledge gained about the 
legislative process, then YAG.” During the year, members 
work on creating new bills which are eventually presented to 
a mock state House and Senate. This occurs in Hartford at 
the annual Youth and Government weekend during the spring 
of the year. As adviser, Dr. Michael Marcus helps these 
students understand the intricate workings of U.S. govern- 
ment. 

Another fascinating BHS club is WERB, the high school’s 
own radio station. WERB members are responsible for run- 
ning the station which broadcasts every day after school. The 
radio station airs special programs along with regular shows, 
and this year WERB even covered a BHS home football 
game. President Kevin McKernan explains, "WERB is a val- 
uable resource to the school, because we are one of the few 
schools fortunate enough to have a radio station. In the club 
students learn how to run a radio station and they also gain 
confidence and self-esteem. One of the things I enjoy in 
particular is the creativity that comes into our shows. I have 
played a myriad of characters on various occasions, but what 
I truly enjoy is when I get to work with enthusiastic people 
who are interested in the club.” Mr. Gerald Havel directs 
these students who are interested in a broadcasting or com- 
munication career. 

Mrs. Shirley Duong advises the International Club, an or- 
ganization that is open to all students, but many of its mem- 
bers share diverse backgrounds. This club exposes students 
to the cultural and social differences that exist in the world 
around us. A special event of the International Club is their 
multicultural Thanksgiving feast, where members get to sam- 
ple a variety of ethnic dishes. The club also sponsors speak- 
ers and takes educational field trips. Vice President Wendy 
Lou Duong explains, “the International Club is a group cre- 
ated by students to educated people internationally, in a way 
no classroom can. Together we celebrate our similarities and 
differences and no one is turned away. Our most memorable 
event for the 1 996-97 school year was our trip to the Bushnell 
in Hartford to watch a live production of Miss Saigon. It was 
an enormous success.” 

Another club at BHS which addresses the issue of diversity 
is the Connecticut Forum. The Forum is a group of concerned 
students from all over Connecticut who come from many 
different backgrounds and cultures. This large organization 
meets once a month to discuss subjects that pertain to a 
multicultural world. Ms. Sarah McDermott advises the stu- 
dents who attend these Forum meetings to share insight and 
work on community service projects such as toy and book 
drives. In the past, Forum members have hosted students 
from all over the state when they spent a day at BHS.

The 1996 Women’s Soccer team advanced to the Semi-finals in the Class-M State Tournament, 
for the first time ever, behind the leadership of tri-captains Kelly Heslin, Rachel Sayko, and Mandy 
Rival, and fellow seniors Amy McLaughlin, Megan Pagella, and Diane Warnke. The Lady Redcoats 
had an excellent season and broke a number of school records. 

There was a sense of team spirit among the girls on the team this 
year. It has become tradition that the night before every game, the 
team gathers at one of the players’ house for a pasta dinner. Not only 
did the team stick together on the field, but they spent a lot of time 
together off the field as well. The team shared a bond which brought 
them to a level where they had never been before. 

The team proved that they could score goals when they needed to

With the win, Coach P., as most of his players like to call 
him, became only the 5th football coach in state history to win 200 games. 

After nine 
years, he decided to take on the head coaching position at Berlin High School, where he has 
successfully coached for the past twenty one years, posting a career record of 205 wins, 87 
losses and 5 ties, including 12 Conference Championships and 5 State Play-off ap- 
pearances.
